‘it has generally, been understood, that the 
Jewe dying in their sins, precluded the possi- 
bility of their future salvation. ‘I his is, how- 
ever, incorrect. To prove which, I might 
say, that they being included in one common 
mass with the rest of mankind, and. Jesus 
Christ having come to save the whole, makes 
their salvation sure. But as I am to apply my 
discourse wholly to the state of ‘the Jews, I 
shail endeavor to select sugh proof as will al- 
so apply.to them in a definite manner. — First- 
ly then, the Jewish nation shall, asa people be 
again restored. Isaiah 11th, contains a very 
explicit promise of the coming of the Messiah, 
and also of the restoration of his people; 
wherein he declares that he will set his hand 
again the second time tu recover the remuaut 


land of Palestine, and building up its waste 


of his people, &&c. “And shall gather together 
the dispersed of Judah,” speaking of the only 
tribe now known to the world, ‘and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel,” or the whole 
of the Jewish family “from the four corners 
of the earth.” Secondly I am to show that 
the Jewish nation are also, individually 
to partake of the benefits of the Gospel.— 
Isaiah 40: 1,2. In view of the completion 
of sore punishment with which his chosen peo- 
ple have since been visited, the prophet breaks 
out into this joyful exclamation: ‘ Comfort 
ye, comfort ye, my people saith your God.— 
Speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, and cry 
unto her that her warfare is accomplished, that 
her iniquity is pardoned; for she hath receiv- 
ed of the Lord’s hand, double for all her sins.” 
Again Isaiah, 60: 15, 16,18. “\ Whereas 
thou hast been forsahen and hated, so that no 
man went through thee, I will make thee an e- 
ternal cxcellency, a joy of many generations, 
thou shalt also suck the milk of gentiles,S-c.— 
These.expressions are exclusively applicable 
to the Jews, and not one of them with their 
connexions, will apply to any others. But to 
come more directly to the point. Jer. 31,31 
&c: “ Behold the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will make a new covenant with the house 
of Israel, and with the house of Judah. Not 
according to the covenant that I made with 
their fathers. But this shall be the covenant 
j that i will make with them: After those days 
saith the Lord, I will pyt my law in their in- 
| ward parts, and write it in their hearts, and 
will betheir God and they shall be my people. 
For £ will forgive their’ iniquity, and I will 
remember tlieir sin no more” This is a glo- 
rious ‘declaration, a comprehensive promise of 
the state of the Jews at some period ulterior to 
their overthrow by the Romans; it is full 
proof of therestoration of Israel to the favor 
of God, and consequently. to happiness; and 
of course the only question now is, How many 
of that nation will enjoy it? I auswer every 
individual. - To prove this fact; 1 now call 
your attention, to a brief review of the argu« 
ments which Paul has made use of, on the 
same subject. It appears by his writings to 
the Romans, that they had imbibed the opin- 
ion, now, very prevalent amongst christians, 
viz. that the Jews were utterly cast off and re- 
jected of God. But the apdstle labors zeal- 
ously to confute. this opmion, and to convince 
the Romans that although their heavenly Fa- 
ther had seen fit to withhold the light of trath 
from the Israelites, generally speaking, and 
although this blindness, had. ch ned unto 
them in part, yet that they had not stumbled 
that they should fall, or be cast off forever.— 
| He represents israel, a8 a ‘ disobedient and 
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gainsaying people:” Rom. x. 21. as a peo- 
ple to whom God had addressed his calls and 
invitations; but who had resisted these invi- 
tations to their own hurt. . He then, Rom. xi. 
1, asks the question; ‘(Has God cast away 
his people? God forbid.” And again, ‘God 
hath not cast away his people, which he fore- 
knew,” &c. This is the manner in which Paul 
commences his argument, end he goes on to 
prove that a part of the Jews, or as he ex- 
presses it after the manner of Isaiah, ‘‘a rem- 
nant, according to the efection of grace” that 
had obtained, while the rest. were Blinded — 
Now people would fain persuade us that those 
that were thus blinded. were to be, eternally 
lost. But if we give the passage a careful 
perusal, we shall easily discern the error in 
this conclusion. ‘*According as it is written, 
God hath given them: (those who are blinded) 
the spirit of slumber, eyes that they should not 
see, and ears that they should not hear, anto 
this day ;”’ or that still continue &c. “Let 
their eves be darkened, that they may not 
see, and bow down their backs always, or for- 
ever.” [here can be nothing more tully ex- 
pressive of the p»esent benighted and forlorn 
state of that foolish people, at.this period than 
these texts and their connexions; nothing 
more fully expressive of their spiritual evils.- 
But Paul does not leave them in this state ;— 
far.from it; ‘‘God forbid’ says he. ‘I say 
then” says he, “have they (viz the same 
blinded persons of whom he had been speak- 
ing) stumbled that they should fall? God for- 
bid!” Now who were they that had not stum- 
bled that they should fall? Was it those that 
believed? Surely not: for they were the rem- 
nant, according to the election of grace. It 
plainly follows. therefore, and the language is 
as fall to the poiut, as language can be, that 
those that were blinded, were the same that 
had stumbled, not that shey should fall, or be 
forever cast off. After having spoken at con- 
siderable length on the subject, the Apostle 
thus concludes his argument: ‘ For I would 
not brethren that ye should be ignorant of 
this mystery, how that blindness im part is 
happeued unto Israel until the fullness of the 
Gentiles be come in. And so all Israel shall 
be saved. As it is written, there shall come 
forth out of Zion the deliverer, And shall turn 
awas ungodliness from Jacob; for this is my 
covenant unto them when [ shall take their 
sins.” Were all these expressions to be ap- 
plied to the unbelieving Jew? They certain- 
ly were; and no man can consistently sup- 
pose that they shall not all be saved, without 
committing an outrage on common. under- 
standing, or giving the lie to the Apostle’s ar- 
uments.. ‘‘For God hath concluded them all 
in’ unbelief that he might have mercy upon 
all.” Well might the Apostle exclaim, and 
well may we respond, “Othe depth of the 
riches.of the wisdom and of the knowl- 
edge. of God.’’? Well may we admire ~his 


of Life and Glory and rejected hitherto, the 
sweet accents of his love, contained in the 
blessed revelation of jis will, in the glorious 
gospel of life and immortality. 

From the arguments here made use of it 
-will be evident, that when Christ said “ Whith- 
er I go you cannot come.” He did not intend 
to lay on them an eterna! prohibition, against 
entering the heavenly world, any more than 
he did on his disciples when he gave them the 
same*assurance. ‘hey were to seek or wait 
for a Redeemer, and this expression is-here 
made use of, to denote their great anxiety, 
their sanguine expectations, and their impa- 
tience in their scattered and forlorn condition. 
As though he had said, I have proffered you 
my grace and assistance, but ye have feject- 
ed it ; you have done so to your own destruc- 
tion: I came to you m my Father’s name and 
ye.received me not, “ ye are about to take my 
life, and I go my way even to my Father.— 
Ye shall continue, in all your calamities, in 
anxious expectation of your Messiah. Lo I 
that speak unto thee am he, but ye have not 
known me, and ye shall not come unto me,” 
neither shall ye see me; until the time when 
the knowledge of ‘the Lord shall fill the earth, 
when ye shal exclaim with the rest of the hu- 
man family, “Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.” Then will I come with 
all my people, to the inheritance of those joys 
prepared for you from before the world was.

amination at your next session in Litchfield, 
and report to the people the exact qualifying 
number. Now is not this ridiculous trifling— 
profane trifling—trifling with the great con- 
cerns of justice between man and man, and 
impiously sporting with the high prerogative 
of God, in setting ia despotick «dg «ent on 
the consciences of your fellow citizens ! 

But upon what grounds can your extraordi- 
nary rule be sustained? I answer—wupon no 
possible ground whatsoever; which leads me 
jto consider the first proposition which I de- 
| Sigued to establish, viz :— 

That the late decision of your Honor’s, is 
not authorised by the common law of Great 
Britain, nor by precedent in this Siate, and 
therefore you had no RiGut to adopt the rule. 

In bringing it to this test, it is unnecessary 
to recur to the obsvlete dicta of Bracton, Brit- 
on and Fleta, and the still more absurd and 
contempiible notions of lord Coke, but I siall 
proceed directly to the great leading case of 
Omychund and Barker, where the only doc- 
trine-of evidence was fully investigated and 
settled. Upon this case too was founded the 
decision of Curtiss and Strong, in this State 
iu 180%, and by the principles of these two 
cases I understand your Honors pretended to 
be governed in the trial at Litchfield, neither 
of which in any manner support your decis- 
ion, but are wholly opposed to it. 

_ Before going into the case of Omychund 
and Barker, it is important to advert to a ma- 
terial circumstance, which has been the cause 
of numerous errors in relation to that decis- 
ion, and was probably the reason of your Hon- 
ors misconception -of-it at Litchfield. It is 
grossly misreported in Atkins, t vol, 21, where 
Chief Justice Willes, is made-to express opin- 














ions which he never intimated. His opinion 
was correctby reported by himself, in Willes, 
Reports, 538, which was rot published until 
about fifty years after Atkins, and this is prob- 
ably the reason why the elenientary writers 
upon evidence, reposing confidence in the ac- 
curacy of Atkins, have laid down principles 
which are not sustained in that case, though 
they uniformly refer to it for authority. 

I shall therefore take the opinion of Willes 
from his own Reports, and the opinion’of the 
other Judges from Atkins. This case was 
decided so late as the year 1744, Lord Chan- 
celler Hardwick ‘presided, having called to 
his assistance,Chief Justice Lee, Chief Justice 
Willes, arid Chief Baron Parker. The great 
question was, whether certain Gentoos, being 
Swotn according to the ceremonies of their 





~> a eee 
was unanimously decided in the affimative, af- 
ter solemn argument by the most* eminent 
counsel at that time in England. The ques- 
tion then arose, what was the religion or, be- 
lief of the Gentoos? that they believed in 
the existence of a Supreme Being and _ his 
Providence, buat it did not appear they had any 
notions of a future state—nor indeed did the 
Judges in their arguments consider it neces- 
Sary to their competency, as will appear from 
the sequel. Lurd Chief Baron Parker first 
gave his vpinion thus—‘ ‘I'he Counsel for the 
Defendant in support of their objection to the 
Plaintiffs evidence, have cited Coke’s Inst.— 
1, 16 &c. to show that an alien infidel can be 
no witness. If my Lord Coke had, by an In- 
fidel, meant a professed Atheist I should have 
been of opinion that he could not be a w:tness. 
I shall show that persons who profess the Gen- 
too religion believe a God to be the Creator 
of the worl’/—the generality of mankind be- 
lieve a God.” He then alludes te accounts 
and histories of the’Gentoo religion, and says 
—‘From which it will appear from the best 
testimonies, that persons of this religion do 
believe in God as the Creator and Governor of 
the world,’ Nothing is here said of the ne- 
cessity of a belief in a future.state of rewards 
and punishmenis. He next overturns Lord 
Coke’s opinion, and establishes Lord Hale’s, 
which recognizes the competency of Jews.— 
He then gives his opinion that adi Heathens 
are admissible witnesses, because, he says, 
“they are admitted by the civil law, by the 
law of nations, and by the common consent 
of mankind.” In answer to an objectiqn that 
they did not swear by the true God, he says, 
“this is not true in fact, for they do swear by 
the true God, the Creator of the world.” 
Lord Chicf Justice Willes next gave his 
»pinion. (Willes Reports page 542.) In re- 
lation to Lord Coke’s opinion of the Heathen, 
he says, “ but this notion though adwanced by 
so great a man, is I think contrary not only 
to scripture but to common sense, and to com- 
mon humanity; and I think that even the 
Devils themselves whose subjects he says the 
Heathen are, cannot have worse principles.” 
In speaking of the nature of an oath, he says, 
“‘Surtmentum nihil aliud est quam Deum in 
testem vocare—and therefore nothing but the 
belief of a God, and that he will reward and 
punish us according to our deserts is necesary 
to qualify a man io take the vath"—and fur- 
ther on he is still more explicit. (Page 549 
Willes) ‘That I may not be understood. in 
too general a sense, I shall repeat it over again, 
that 1 only ‘give my opinion that such Infidels 
who believe in a God and that he will punish 
them, if they swear falsely, in some ceses and 
under some. circumstances may and ought to 
be admitted as witnesses in this though a 
Christian Country; and on the other hand I 
am clearly of an opinion that such infidels (if 
any such there be) who either do not believe. 
in a God or if they do, do not think that he 
will reward or punish them in this world or 
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nor under any circumstances, for this plain 
reason—xbecause there cannot possibly be any 
tie or obligation upon them.” Again he says, 
page 550,) “‘ Supposing an infidel who be- 
ieVes a God and that he will reward and pun- 
ish him in this.world, but does-not believe in 
a future state be examined on his oath (as J 
think he may) and on the other, side to con- 


tradict him, a Christian is examined who be-}. 


lieves in a future state and that he shall be 
punished in the next world as well as this if 
does not swear the truth, I think that the same 
credit ought not to be given to an infidel as 
to a christian, because he is plainly not under 
so strong an obligation.’’ This is undoubted- 
ly the correct rule, and this rule has been 
adopted in the State of Massachusetts. 

Lord Chief Justice Lee gave bis opinion 
thus, (Atkins I, 46.) “ | agree entirely with 
Lord Chief Baron Parker and Lord Chief 
Justice Willes, that where it is returned by 
the certificate, that the Witness is of a relig- 
ion it is sufficient—for the foundation of all 
religion is the belief of aGod, though: it is diffi- 
cult to have a distinct idea of an infinite and 
incompreheusible’ being as God is, yet man- 
kind may have relative idea of the being of a 
God, as dependent creatures upon him.— 
An oath is a religious sanction that mankind 
have universally established. _ 1 would not be 
thought to declare an opinion how far persons 
under the denomination of Atheists and be- 
lieving in no religion may in this country be 
in some cases admitted, but | do apprehend 
that the rules of evidence are to be consider- 
ed as artificial rules framed by men for con- 
venience in Courts of Justice and founded up- 
on good reason; but one rule can never vary, 
viz: The eternal rule of natural justice.’ — 
There is more sound sense and true religion 
in this reasoning than the Supreme Court of 
Connecticut “ ever dreamt of in their Philos- 
ophy.” 

The Lotd Chanceller followed and close: 
the decision: ‘ My intention was to be cer- 
tified whether these people believed in the be- 
ing of a God and his providence.” And he- 
ing satisfied of this, by reference to their his- 
tory, he admitted them to testify. He then 
quotes Bishop Sanderson de Jurisjuramenti 
obligatione—and says, “ all that is necessary 
to oath is an appeal to the Supreme Being as 
thinking him the rewarder of truth and aveng- 
er of falsehood.” 

From a full review of this case then, it ap- 
pears that the great principle recognized and 
established by the unanimous opinion of the 
Court, is this: Christians, Heathens, Jews, or 
Mahometans, provided they believe in the ez- 
istence of a Supreme Being and His Prov= 
dence, are competent witnesses—but. Atheists 
or persons of no religion are not. This is 
the Common Law of England. 

As this is the leading-English case, and al- 
most the only one of any importance on. this 
subject, it would seem superfluous to go any 
farthet into English authorities; but I intend 
in my next number to notice them all so far

Or te make 
it still plamer, first examine thine own 
heart, and see if there be any evil way 1m it; 
and thou shalt be better enabled to excuse the 
faults of others, and to. pray one for another ; 
that we may all be healed, and be converted 
froin the errors of our ways: ‘‘ For charity 
suffereth long and is kind. And the effect- 
ual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much.” 

Of all the evils that ’ exist in civil society, 
perhaps none is greater, or has a more deadly 
effect, than that of augmenting the faults of 
others’; it is a sure evidence of a want of that 
charity, or love, which when exercised, will 
cever a multitude of sins ;—a want of that 
kindness and forbearance, which while they 
condemn error and injustice, are ever ready 
to spread a veil of forgiveness, or to drop a 
tear of pity ovet the foibles of human nature. 
The great Parent of the universe has made 
us to differ in many respects; but ‘* He knows 
our frame and remembers that we are dust.”’— 
We are directed in the passage first quoted, to 
confess our faults one to another, bat not to 
make thie subject of them an object of con- 








one another that we may be healed. The au- 
thor of this text says: ‘* The tongue is a lit- 
tle member and boasteth great things; an un- 
ruly evil, full of deadly poison.’”.

They must certainly be 
aware, that they are unsupported both by the 
scriptures, and by the light of nature ; because, 
if they were not aware of it, they would soon 
be convinced-by the arguments which people 
are perpetually adducing in their disproof.— 
For enough is daily said, by many classes of 
people, to convince‘any man, that they are not 
only uuscriptural but of an immortal tenden- 
cy. They conduce to a bad state of public 
morals, and are destructive of all genuine re- 
ligion. ‘That this is true, any man may easi- 
ly perceive, who will consider the principles, 
which’ those doctrines incilcate as truth_— 
One of them says, that God Almighty, before. 
the foundation of the world, decreed, that a 
certain portion of his creatures should enjoy 
endless happiness in the world to come, while 
the rest would be consigned to a state of nev- 
er-ending wo. The other says, that it depends 
altogether on mankind, whether they will en- 
joy a future state of happiness or not. The 
former cuts off all hope, and people who he- 
lieve it will necessarily be negligent in tegard 
to virtue or vice. They will be vicious with 
as little remorse as they are virtuous. They 
will, in short, be unruly: members of society, 
and be wholly unfit for acting ‘their part in 
hy 1?

The latter is nearly as bad- 
It leads men to trust in themselves, in the 
room of trusting in God, and so causes them 
to Waste theif lives in fruitless labours for the 
attainment of some imaginary bliss beyond 
this mortal state. This is too true to need 
proof. Now it is evident that doctrines that 
possess so demoralizing effects are totally un- 
fit to be propagated among men.” And if we 
consider,that they are discountenanced both 
by the scripture, and by our own reason, we 
must have a very mean opinion of those per- 
sons, who are engayed in disseminating them 
among the people. They know, as well as 
the writer of this article, that they are not 
justified, in the application of ceatain passa 
ges of the scripture, either by their own rea: 
gon or the Bible iiself. They imagine, or 
pretend to imagine, that they can prove their 
doctrine by scripture evidence. And they 
will quote certain expressions as supporting 
them, which well consulered as totally inap 
plicable to their doctrines. They have very 
frequently spent much precious time in un- 
profitable discussions, with the vain hope of 
proving their doctrines to the- satisfaction of 
their opponents. But, for al) that, they are 
not ignorant, that their doctrines are upeld, 
neither by the Bible nor common sense.— 
They think it will not do-for society to be ac- 
quainted, that the Bible says but little on the 
future state of men; and that what little it 
does say is mere suggestion; thinking that 
the people that they minister to, will break 
the shackles of restraint that now bind them, 
grow into licentiousness, and be unruly. But 
they ought to know, that in a land of liberty, } 
where the doctrine is prevalent, that all men 
are born free and equal, there can originate 
no pernicious effects from causing every man 
to think and know for himself. The age of 
popish ignorance and priest-craft have gone 
by. -Keligion no longer carries absolute sway 
in the minds of the people. It is the iree- 
will offering of society; and no danger can 
originate from having it well understood.— 
In our country we are not afraid to have the 
people think. It is a soul-cheering consider- 
ation, that our cbuntry is not in the situation 
of some others, where people are cooped in 
close by priest-craft, and king-craft, but by 
knowing more they should grow to a knowl- 
edge of their rights. The practice of hypoc- 
risy is highly blamable in this favoured land ; 
and it cannot be too severely inveighed‘against. 
Religion, pure and undefiled, does not consist 
in assuming a pious and godly exterior, and 
pretending to be Sminently pious, and fre- 
uenting religious prayer meetings and con- 
rences; it consists, according to the proph- 
et Micah, in doing justly, Joving mercy, and 
walking humbly with God in paying more re- 
oot to the actions and life of a man, than to 
mode of faith and worship, and his punct- 
uality in religious observances. Our blessed
